Subject: Construction of Yarbrough dock at 2105 Island Cove.
File No. SP-00-2190DS (correction).

A request was received from Signor Enterprises on behalf of Steve and Linda Yarbrough
in July 2000 to construct a boat dock at 2105 Island Cove. The Parks and Recreation
Board approved the Site plan July 11, 2000. The dock that was constructed is not what
was on the approved site plan. A site plan correction has been filed with the WPDRD.

The Parks and Recreation Department (PARD) staff have reviewed plans for the
proposed project and finds they do not meet the requirements of Article XIII, Section 25-
2-1176, (Regulations for the Construction of Boat Docks) of the Land Development
Code. The proposed dock extends 35" from the shoreline. A dock may not extend more
than 30" from the shoreline unless the Parks and Recreation Board determines that the
dock will not create a hazard and approves the construction of the dock. The Parks and
Recreation Board shall make a recommendation on the distance a dock can extend
without creating a hazard.

The Water and Wastewater Utility (Utility) and their consulting engineer, Brown
and Caldwell, Inc., are in the design phase for the rehabilitation of the Walsh Tract
Lift Station located adjacent to the Walsh Tract Boat Landing. This lift station is
subject to the EPA Administrative Order and 30 TAC 317 design requirements. The
construction phase of the project is from March through December 2003. The Utility
met with Stewart Strong and the Land and Facilities Board on January 7, 2003, to
inform staff of the upcoming construction project. As part of the presentation and to
facilitate the construction phase, the Utility asked for and was granted permission for
temporary use of park property immediately next to the lift station for a construction
lay down area. Once the project is complete, the property used as the construction
lay down area will be vegetated with sod, two cypress trees and a park bench to meet
PARD specifications.

In addition the Utility will be using a portion of the PARD parking lot across the
street for trenchless construction beneath Scenic Drive for placement of the new
force main.  The project will resurface the parking lot used in this phase of the ¥
rehabilitation project.

The Utility will continue to work with PARD and keep your staff informed of any
changes.

SUBJECT: Temporary Use of Parkland

The Walsh Tract lift station was designed in 1947 and is located at 1502 Scenic Drive
adjacent to Walsh Tract Landing. The Water and Wastewater Utility and their
consulting engineer, Brown and Caldwell, Inc., are currently in the design phase to
rehabilitate the Walsh Tract Lift Station.  This lift station is included in the EPA
Administrative Order Number VI-99-1221 that requires improvements to be
completed by December 31, 2003.

The Walsh Tract lift station will receive reduced flows after the completion of
another project on two lift stations upstream of Walsh Tract lift station. The lift
station will be breught up to current Utility and TCEQ standards.

The Water and Wastewater Utility is requesting temporary use of parkland (see
attached drawing) for a censtruction lay down area throughout the construction
phase of April through December 2003. The project will re-vegetate the parkland
after the completion of the project.

Relocation of High Tension Electrical Transmission Lines

Attached you will find a site plan of the proposed Mexican American Cultural Center (MACC)
showing the proposed relocation of the high tension electrical transmission lines. Austin Energy
will be relocating these lines.

As you know, and as was discussed with the Land and Facilities Committee of the Parks and
Recreation Board, Austin Energy is relocating these transmission lines to allow for the vacation of
River Street to facilitate the construction of the MACC. Because of the building code limitations on
building structures under these lines, they need to be relocated to accommodate the MACC.

The proposed relocation route will take the lines off of River Street and run them on the east and
north side of the MACC Site. Since the site is zoned P, for Public, this is not an issue. The issue is
the relocation of a pole on Park Land just to the west of the MACC Site. The existing lines
currently run from the Holly Power Plant along River Street and then turn at the hike and bike trail
on to Park Land and then proceed along the banks of Town Lake toward the Sea Holm Power
Plant. An Easement Agreement was executed for the existing lines and poles. This in many ways
is just an adjustment or amendment to that previous Easement Agreement. The Easement
Agreement will not eliminate any trees. Some trees may need trimming, but will not be removed.

The Easement Agreement is necessary for the MACC project to continue. Austin Energy has
been a great partner in this endeavor and is paying for the relocation of the transmission lines.
This saves the MACC project $500,000; money that if the project had to absorb would have
severely limited what we could build in Phase | of the MACC.

Due to the limited window of opportunity that Austin Energy has to perform this work. | would
appreciate your continued support in seeking approval of this Easement Agreement with the

Parks and Recreation Board.
